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HOUSE PASSES INDIAN 
’ 
RESERVATION BILL ACAIN 


Washington, April 5.—For the 
second time this session the house 
passed Mr. Stephen’s bill for the 
opening of the Kiowa, Comanche 
and Apache reservations ^O kla­ 
homa. 
The President objected to 
the first bill on the ground that it 
made no provision for allotment 
to children of the tribes born 
ainee 1900,and because he thought 
the minimum price of $1.50 per 
acre, which the bill fixed for the 
sale of the land, was too low. 
Mr. Stephens got unanimous 
consent for consideration of the 
bill yesterday and there was no 
objection to its passage, but there 
was some criticism of the methods 
adopted to save the first bill on 
this subject from a veto. 
The bill passed differs from the 
first one on the subject also in that 
it provides that the proclamation 


opening the reservation need not 
be issued until six months after 
the passage of the act, instead of 
three months, as was provided in 
the first bill. 
There is no doubt that the bill 
will pass the Senate and be ap­ 
proved, so that the opening of the 
reservation may be expected next 
autumn.

Oklahoma City, Ok., April 5 — 
C. V. Topping, secretary of the 
Millers and Grain Dealers’ Asso­ 
ciation, has submitted a report of 
crop conditions throughout Okla­ 
homa, with the following com­ 
ment:

hence the acreage, as given, shows 
a very large increase over last 
year, but not an increase over an 
average acreage. *

Sore Susceptible to Extrema 
or Cold Than Human 
Beings.

‘Winter killing of pianos/' says an 
expert tuner who has done work for 
Paderewski, Hoffman, Arthur Whiting 
aud a host of other celebrated musi­ 
cians, is something that most owners 
of musical instruments take no account 
of. 
\e t it is as serious as the winter 
killing of shrubbery and needs to be 
as carefully guarded against. 
“Especially since all the world has 
come to live in steam-heated houses 
and fiats the business that the piano 
luner ought to get. and often doesn’t 
* has increased immensely. 
A piano is 
really more susceptible to excess of 
heat and lack of moisture than human 
beings are. 
“It is bad

enough, of course, that 
men and women will live all winter 
ong in rooms at 80 degrees, with ever\ 
particle of moisture baked out of the 
air. 
They naturally get 
colds 
and 
pneumonia from the experience. Mean­ 
time its just as fatal to the piano, 
which cannot properly stand more 
than 72 degrees of the artificial heat. 
“During the American closed season, 
as our English cousins like to call it, 
hundreds of thousands of musical in­ 
struments go to rack and ruin. 
The 
moisture is dried out of the sounding 
board and all the other wooden parts, 
which warp and twist and disastrous­ 
ly affect the action. 
“It is surprising, anyway, how negli­ 
gent people are in their treatment of 
Instruments for which they pay a great 
deal of money. 
There’s a lesson for 
the amateurs in 
the 
firmness 
with 
which professionals insist that their 
pianos shall be kept right up to the 
mark and not allowed to get out of or­ 
der in the slightest particular. 
“In a music school, too. the teachers 
have to be particular in having the In­ 
struments frequently attended to. The 
pianos in the New England Conserva­ 
tory of Music, for 
example, are 
all 
tuned at least every five weeks.” 


SOME DINNER DISHES. 


Bafred Egg-Plant Is Delicious—Di­ 
rections for Making an Excel­ 
lent Punch and Salad. 


Boil a large egg-plant in plenty of 
water until it is perfectly tender, try­ 
ing it with a straw. 
Let it stand in 
the colander to drain until cold. Then 
cut open and cut out the seeds, moist­ 
en carefully with a gill of milk two 
eggs, a dessertspoonful of salt, a salt- 
spoonful of white pepper, half a grated 
nutmeg, a 
heaping tablespoonful 
of 
cutter and two tablespoonfuls of very 
fine breadcrumbs. Bake half an hour 
in a quick oven. A slow oven spoils it. 
• he following is an excellent punch 
co serve after the meat course and is 
easily made. Prepare a quart of light 
•sirup with a gill of lemon juice and 
the rind of a lemon, cover, and allow j 
it to infuse an hour, then strain care- j 
fully, anil freeze in the usual way, j 
Add a gill of Jamaica rum, mix well I 
and serve in punch glasses. 
celery salad is both simple and more * 
frequently served at dinners than any 
•other variety. 
In tne depth of winter 
eggs are of doubtful quality, and al­ 
though oiten not sufficiently “gone” 
to add undesirable flavor, they do not 
mix readily. 
If Mayonnaise dressing 
Is used, it can be mixed so as to lessen 
the danger* of curdling by taking a 
spoonful of arrowroot and rub it 
smooth in a little cold water; boil and ! 
stir till it is clear, like starch. When 
♦cool, add salt, pepper, mustard and 
two yolks of eggs, beat until smooth, 
•then add oil, as in regular Mayonnaise, 
then vinegar. This will neither curdle 
or run, and as the arrowroot is taste­ 
less, the recipe is a good one in time® 
When success cannot be risked.—Chi­ 
cago Inter Ocean.

used. Any carefully cooked cold meat 
may be used, although pork and veal, 
being the hardest of all meats to di­ 
gest, are objectionable, especially for 
children.

strive to excel in making fine quality 
bread, biscuits, muffins, etc. 
Bread 
for sandwiches should be thinly sliced. 
Small loaves of biscuit dough or of 
yeast bread may be baked 
in 
corn 
cans, the small round slices being es­ 
pecially 
desirable 
for 
sandwiches. 
Brown bread sandwiches with filling 
of finely mashed, well seasoned baked 
beans are very nice, aud should find a 
place In the lunch basket at least once 
a week. Meat for filling should be 
run through a chopper, or chopped 
very finely by hand, moistened 
with 
stock or sweet cream 
and carefully 
seasoned with salt, and a very little 
popper is desired. 
Eggs 
placed 
in 
boiling water and kept hot, not boil­ 
ing, for 20 minutes, then mashed with 
a fork, seasoned, and butter added to 
make a smooth paste are a delicious 
filling, also celery, chopped or slice*!, 
and sprinkled with salt. 
Nuts, 
especially 
peanuts, 
run 
through the chopper aud simply mois­ 
tened with butter form another kind 
5ure to delight the children. This may 
be prepared and kept on hand in glass 
jars in cold weather. Seeded

seedless) raisins washed 
th o r o u g h ly 
and run through the ever useful chop­ 
per, then placed on oil paper in a pan 
with perforated bottom 
and 
placed 
over a kettle of boiling water, with the 
pan tightly covered, 
and allowed to 
steam ten minutes, then put in glass 
jars will keep indefinitely and

ENGLISH 
CIVIL SERVICE. 


Laws Strictly Enforced—No Man Ap­ 
pointed or Dismissed for 
Politics. 


The civil service laws of Great Britain 
are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob­ 
tain their positions by merit after ex- 
aadnation, and retain their places dur­ 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
t’hiladelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
'Aill not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
-he fact that there is a change of ad­ 
ministration. There are a certain num 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva­ 
tive policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and so well 
fixed is the policy of maintaining a per­ 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un­ 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry 
It is not to be supposed that the Eng­ 
lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a raretied atmos­ 
phere where partisanship has been ban­ 
ished, or that party zeal is not rewarded. 
In addition to the 46 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal­ 
ary list of $ * Sh,OOO, who step “down and 
out 
with a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life fills 
a large number of vacancies caused by 
! deaths, resignations, disability and re­ 
moval for incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur­ 
ing the ten years of recent conservative 
rule the conservative party has had the 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries of 
$1,060,000 a year, in addition to an army 
of recorders, clerKS, minor magistrates 
and the like. 
Many cf the appointees 
were conservatives, but the liberal gov­ 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
for political reasons. 
The colonial service, with its 23 viee- 
roys, governors and commissioners, af­ 
fords rich patronage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so. be­ 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap­ 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di­ 
vorced from politics and are sate. Inter­ 
est in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
justice and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient as

The earl of Kimberley's much dia- 
cussed challenge to Col. Sapwell is a 
reminder that though the days of duel­ 
ing are considered to have passed in 
England, the fighting spirit will still 
break out on occasions, says the Lon­ 
don Express. 
Not so very long ago Mr. Winston 
Churchill was challenged to 
an 
en­ 
counter a l’outrance by an irate con* 
stituent at Oldham. 
One hesitates to 
thina what would have happened had 
Mr. Churchill had leisure enough to 
resume his martial role. 
Lord Beaconsfield once challenged 
O’Connell to a duel, but the famous 
statesman found himself bound over to 
keep the peace in a police court in­ 
stead of departing across the channel 
to blow out the brains of his political 
opponent. 
O’Connell himself fought a duel with 
a member of the Irish house of com­ 
mons named D’Esterre and killed his 
opponent. 
Another fatal duel was that in which 
Lord Camelford, one of the most con­ 
firmed duellists of his day and a man 
who had the death of more than one 
fellow creature on 
his 
hands, was 
killed by Mr. Best. 
Both were excel­ 
lent shots, and one of the two pistols 
used was supposed to be slightly more 
perfect than the other. 
A piece of 
money was tossed up to decide the 


I choice. 
Best won, and in the result 
j Lord Camelford fell mortally wounded. 
The last duel fought in Ireland was 
; between a mayor of Sligo and a mem- 
I ber of the legal profession, but hon­ 
ors were declared easy, for nothing 


I happened. 
Mr. Tierney charged Pitt with "ob­ 
structing the defenses of the country," 
and that oratorical observation sound­ 
ed so terrible in the ears of the emi­ 
nent statesman that he sent his sec­ 
onds to Mr. Tierney. 
The two met at three o’clock one 
Sunday morning at Putney eath, not 
far from the Kingston road, fired two 
shots at each other and then returned 
home quite well for breakfast.

The proposal to send electricity 700 
miles from the River Zambesi to Jo­ 
hannesburg is criticised by many ex­ 
perts, w'ho declare the feat practically 
impossible in the present state of the 
electric art. because of the great cost 
involved. Other experts affirm that the 
scheme is commercially feasible. The 
capitalists have not yet, it seems, in­ 
tervened in the discussion to the ex­ 
tent of putting up the cold cash. It Is 
not disputed that the Victoria fails will 
give the required power, but the cost 
of conductors 700 miles long, with ex­ 
pensive machinery and 
apparatus at 
both ends, would, it is contended, be 
prohibitory.

For three sue 
cessive days let the syrup bo boiled up 
and skimmed, and when nearly cold 
pour back upon the oranges; after the 
last time the oranges may be put away 
in jars, and used for dessert when re 
quired. 


Scotch Gingerbread—Sift one and a 
quarter pounds of flour into a basin. 
Add half a teaspoonful of salt, two tea­ 
spoonfuls of ginger, one teaspoonful of 
allspice, one teaspoonful of cinnamon, 
one teaspoonful of ground cloves, half a 
grated nutmeg, one teaspoonful of cin­ 
namon, one 
teaspoonful of 
ground 
cloves, half a grated nutmeg, one tea­ 
spoonful of baking soda, four ounces of 
sultana raisins, four ounces of chopped 
citron peel and fourounces of blanched 
almonds. Melt together, in a pan, half 
a pound of butter, one and a half cups 
of milk and 
two 
cups of molasses. 
Let cool. 
Then add, with three well- 
beaten eggs, to the dry 
ingredients. 
Mix and pour into a weil-buttered and 
papered cake tin. Bake in a moderate 
oven for one hour and a half. 
Home-Cooked Boneless Herring—It 
is often remarked that home-cooked 
fish is not so good a« that served at 
hotels and restaurants; but as a matter 
of fact the fish bought for the home 
table is better and fresher. The secret 
lies in the use of accompanying sauces. 
I cupful of cold tomato sauce may be 
reheated and served around the her­ 
ring, adding a teaspoonful of some 
sauce, or a half-cupful of tomato cat­ 
sup may be thinned with one-fourth 
cupful of hot water, with a tablespoon­ 
ful of chopped olives or pickles added. 
Better still is a quick relish of half a 
cupful of chili sauce heated and poured 
over the fish just before serving. 
Or 
two tablespoonfuls of melted butter, 
to which has been added a teaspoonful 
of lemon juice and a tablespoonful of 
finely-minced parsley, may be served 
ov?r the hot seasoned fish with most 
satisfactory results.

when he told her of their pulling up 
a wheel off of one of Pharaoh's char­ 
iots on their ship’s anchor in the Red 
Sea. 
We who write of the Incidents 
that come under our observation and 
occasionally 
embellish 
them, 
often 
have our pure fiction accepted as fact, 
and our unvarnished truths branded 
as fiction, and so unwittingly prove 
that truth is stranger than fiction—to 
some people. 
A kindly disposed friend will occa­ 
sionally call your attention to the «ase 
with which In separates the wheat of 
truth - from the chaff of fiction, in 
something you have WTitten, and often 
will have the former in the fuel heap 
and the latter in the grain bin, but if 
you love him, let it go at that and 
thereby keep your friend. That an in­ 
cident recounted is out of the ordinary 
is no argument affecting its truthful­ 
ness. 
If not unusual and strange in 
some particular, why tell it, with the 
hope that it will interest or entertain 
the reader? 
Many men eat fish for dinner in the 
city every day, which fact interests no 
one saving and 
excepting 
the fish 
dealer. But one prominent, prosperous 
and well known citizen gets a hone of 
his fish fast in his throat one day 
which chokes him to death, and there 
upon the victim of the accident, the 
bone, the table and the waiter are one 
and all portrayed upon the front page 
of the daily papers, with full and de 
tailed accounts of how it happened 
So even so insignificant a thing as a 
small fish bone can change an inci 
dent from trivial to tragic, and many 
will read and believe though they see 
not the bone nor be acquainted arith 
the man. We all know many incidents 
great and small, that are out of the 
ordinary and 
of 
interest, some of 
which we allow to remain untold for 
fear of the doubter. 
And yet I am 
sure that most of us, when disseminat­ 
ing hot air products, use due diligence 
to see that the output is duly branded, 
while molten, to the eye of the fair 
and reasonable reader. 
I often think of an amusing out of 
the ordinary incident that came under 
my observation in Florida last winter. 
We were at a hotel on the Halifax 
River where the fishing was good, 
and one day a very large sheepshead 
was brought in by a lucky fisherman. 
When all had seen and admired the 
fish it was turned over to Bill, the ex­ 
pert fish cleaner, for preparation for 
the table. 
This Bill accomplished by 
removing the scales and slicing off 
each side, leaving the big head and 
frame, including back fin and tail, 
Intact. 
I watched the two great slices 
white flesh laid carefully on a tray to 
be carried to the kitchen, the frame, 
with its big head and bright eyes, cast 
as far out into the water as Bill’ 
strong arm could throw it, and as the 
diplomats say, considered the incident 
closed. 
The next morning several of us were 
fishing off a point of rocks near the

over hand as though he were landing 
a record fish. 
We were all watching, 
mildly interested, when, with a final 
Jerk, he landed his catch, which proved 
to be the frame of the big sheepshead 
above referred to, and which was 
fairly hooked (by accident I admit) in 
the mouth. 
To say that we were surprised is to 
mildly express our condition, but the 
lucky (?) fisherman was a little more 
than this, He was profoundly aston­ 
ished, and genuinely frightened. 
At 
first it looked 
as though 
he would 
faint, and then as he surveyed the big 
open mouth, with its double row of 
white teeth 
and gruesome 
skeleton 
body, he tried to run. 
We soon ex­ 
plained matters and quieted bis fears, 
but he fished no more that day. 
Now, this is an example of the un­ 
usual and unexpected happening, but 
if I told this story, as I positively de 
cline to do, some fellow would write 
to know if my real name was Mun 
chausen. 
Or this incident, told by a native of 
Florida, a young man of character and 
standing: 
“Accompanied by a negro man I was 
looking for a cow that had strayed 
off in the woods when we discovered 
a lusty rattlesnake. Arming ourselves 
with sticks of safe length we attacked 
and quickly dispatched it. 
The skin 
of such large snakes having ready sale, 
I determined to secure this one, expect­ 
ing my companion to do the skinning, 
as I had never seen such an operation 
performed. 
But there I had another 
guess coming, for my man positively 
refused to even assist me. 
“ ’Xaw, suh!’ he said, ‘I wouldn’t 
tech dat reptile, dead nor live, for all 
de money you could stuff in de hide, 
big as he is.* 
“It was up to me, so pulling off my 
coat and turning up ray shirt sleeves 
I prepared to wade in. 
In order to 
avoid all possibility of accident I per­ 
suaded the man to stand on a heavy

ENGLISH 
CIVIL SERVICE. 


Laws Strictly Enforced—No Man Ap- 


pointed or Dismissed for 


Politics. 


The civil service laws of Great Britain 


are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob- 
tain their positions by merit after ex- 
amination, and retain their places dur- 
ing good-behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United Kingdom. The vast army o£ 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
'.he fact that there is a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain num- 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva- 
tive policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, ;Tnd ao well 
fixed is the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 


It is not to be supposed that the Eng- 


lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos- 
phere where partisanship has been ban- 
ished, or that party zeal Is not rewarded, 
In addition to the 45 leading officials of

CROP CONDITIONS GOOD 


IN THE TWO TERRITORIES 


Oklahoma City, Ok,, April 5,— 


O. V. Topping, secretary of the 
Millers and Grain Dealers' Asso 
ciation, has submitted a report of 
crop conditions throughout Okla- 
homa, with the following com 
ment: 


"From this report it ia indicat 


ed than there is an increase in 
acreage, but to those who are not 
familiar with the wheat districts 
of Oklahoma, I wish to state that 
the increased acreage is in what 
is knowa as the 'new country,' 
and in the counties where very 
little wheat was raised last year,

"To sum the report up, we 


would say that it shows as follows: 
Wheat in the farmers' hands 5 
per cent, corn in farmers hands 
17 per cent, condition of the 
growing wheat 100 per cent, 
amount damaged about 1 per 
cent, with a normal acreage."

ENGLISH CIVIL SERVICE. 


Laws Strictly Enforced—No Van Ap 


pointed or Dismissed for 


Politics. 


The civil service laws of Great Britain 


are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob 
tain their positions by merit after ex 
amlnatlon, and retain their places dur 
Ing good behavior if competent, says thi 
Philadelphia Ledger. The Incoming o 
the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United Kingdom. The vast army o 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware o! 
.he fact that there is a change of ad 
ministration. There are a certain num 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva 
tive policy, but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, ,and so wel 
fixed is the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials tha 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry 


It is not to be supposed that the Eng 


lish, because of this admirable system 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos 
phere where partisanship has been ban 
Ished, or that party zeal Is not rewarded 
In addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal 
ary list of $786,000, who step "down and 
out" with a change ot ministry, each 
government during its term of life filh 
a large number of vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re 
moval tor Incompetence Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
i ule, to membeis of its own party Dur 
ing the ten year's ot recent conser\ative 
i ule the conservative party has had the 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries ot 
$1,OM),0(IO a yeai, In addition to an army 
of. recorders, clerKS, minor magistrates 
and the like 
Many ot the appointeeb 


were conservatives, but the liberal gov- 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
for political reasons 


The colonial service, with its 23 vice- 


roys, governors and commissioners, af- 
fords rich patioaage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so be- 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap- 
pointees, who lose office with them, but 
the great aiaay of civil employes are di- 
vorced from politics and are safe Inter- 
est in politics in England Is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
Justice and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient as 
our own.

Lord Beaconsfleld 
once 
challenged 


O'Connell to a duel, but the famous 
statesman found himself bound over to 
keep the peace in a police court in- 
stead of departing across the channel 
to blow out the brains of his political 
opponent. 


O'Connell himself fought a duel with 


a member of the Irish house of com- 
mons named D'Esterre and killed dts 
opponent. 


Another fatal duel was that in which 


Lord Camelford, one of the most con. 
firmed duellists of his day and a man 
who had the death of more than one 
fellow creature on 
his 
hands, was 


killed by Mr. Best. Both were excel- 
lent shots, and one of the two pistols 
used was supposed to be slightly more 
perfect than the other. 
A piece of 


money was tossed up to decide the 
choice. Best won, and in the result 
Lord Camelford fell mortally wounded. 


The last duel fought in Ireland waa 


between a mayor of Sligo and a mem- 
ber of the legal profession, but hon- 
ors were declared easy, for nothing 
happened. 


Mr. Tierney charged Pitt with "ob- 


structing the defenses of the country," 
and that oratorical observation sound- 
ed ao terrible in the ears of the emi- 
nent statesman that he sent his sec- 
onds to Mr. Tierney.

'A grape trellis covers the common 
everyday entrance, which leads to tb 
sitting-room and the kitchen. Ther 
are a few ol<l apple trees behind the 
bouse; a pump, a stable, and a chicken 
yard. Back of them the few acre? 
left to the Speer farm climb the hill. 


The Speers of this generation have 


.wandered to th* four corners of the 
earth, marfMd and begot Children, who 
travel now and then to see tbe ale 
homestead.

Make a suds of warm (not hot) water 


Put in the 
article to be washed; squeeze (not rub) 
until it looks perfectly clean; rinse it 
thoroughly through clean, warm water 
until there Is no soap left; squeeze the 
water out, do not wring; shake gently ; 
put in a cheesecloth bag and hang in n 
draft; shake often while drying. Hand- 
made articles will retain their shape 
and look like new if these simple di- 
rections are carefully followed. 


Rave tlie FltnntoeiV Bill. 


Before sending for the plumber, and 


thus incurring unnecessary expense, 
try this simple and nearly always in- 
fallible device: If a sink pipe becomes 
clogged, remove strainer over pipe 
opening, then take a round stick—a 
piece of broom handle will answer the 
purpose nicely—cover one end with 
cloth; gather the ends of cloth up 
around the stick-and insert the end so 
covered into the pipe, and holding 
cloth and stick firmly with both hands, 
force up and down, causing suction, 
until obstruction is removed and water 
will run down freely.

Cornmeal Pudding—Three-quarters of 


a cup of cornmeal, one and one-quarter 
cups of flour, one-quarter cup of sugar, 
four teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
one-half teaspoonful of salt, one cup 
of milk, one egg, one tablespoonful of 
melted butter. Mix and sift dry in- 
gredients. Add milk, egg well beaten, 
and butter. Steam In buttered mould 
one and one-half hours. For sauce use 
one cup sour cream, two tablespoon- 
fuls of powdered sugar, one-half va 
teasponful of vanilla. Beat the cream 
until thick, and add sugar and vanilla. 
Serve with steamed cornmeal pudding. 


Oranges in Syrup—Score the oranges 


all over in imitation of some orna- 
mental design, representing basket- 
work or«trellls-work, and then simmer 
in water until nearly done through. 
They must next be put into cold water 
for twenty-four hours, changing the 
water every three hours. At the end 
of this time they should be drained in 
a sieve for several hours, then placed 
in an earthen pan and covered with 
a hot syrup made by boiling three 
rounds of sugar and one quart of 
water for five minutes. For three suc- 
cessive days let the syrup be-boiled up 
and skimmed, and when nearly cold 
pour back upon the oranges; a-fter the 
ast time the oranges may be put away 
in jars, and used for dessert when re- 
quired. 


Scotch Gingerbread—Sift one and a 


quarter pounds of flour into a basin. 
Add half a teaspoonful of salt, two tea- 
spoonfuls of ginger, one teaspoonful of 
allspice, one teaspoonful of cinnamon, 
me teaspoonful of ground cloves, half a 
graced nutmeg, one teaspoonful of cin- 
intnon, one teaspoonful of ground 
iloves, half a grated nutmeg, one tea- 
spoonful of baking soda, four ounces of 
sultana raisins, four ounces of chopped 
citron peel and fourounces of blanched 
almonds. Melt together, in a pan, half 
a pound of butter, one and a half cups 
of milk and two cups of molasses. 


t cool. Then add, with three well- 


beaten eggs, to the dry ingredients, 
klix and pour into a well-buttered and 
papered cake tin. Bake in a moderate 
iven for one hour and a half. 
Home-Cooked Boneless Herring—It 
s often remarked that home-cooked 
Ish is not so good a« that served at 
lotels and restaurants; but as a matter 
of fact the fish bought for the home 
able is better and fresher. The secret 
les in the use of accompanying sauces. 
A cupful of cold tomato sauce may be 
cheated and served around the ber- 
•ing, adding a tea spoonful of some 
sauce or a half-cupful of tomato cat- 
sup may be thinned with one-fourth 
ctipful of hot water,-with a tablespoon- 
ful of chopped olives or pickles added. 
Better still is a quick relish of half a 
cupful of chili sauce heated and poured 
over the fl$h Just before serving. Or 
two tablespoonfuls of melted butter, 
to which has been added a teaspoonful 
of lemon juice and a tablespoonful of 
finely-minced parsley, may be serve* 
over the not seasoned flsh with most 
satisfactory results.

thereby keep your friend. That an in 
cident recounted Is out of the ordinar 
Is no argument affecting Its truthful 
ness. If not unusual and strange i 
some particular, why tell it, with th 
hope that it will interest or entertain 
the reader? 


Many men cat flsh for dinner in th 


city every day, which fact interests n 
one saving and excepting the fls' 
dealer. But one prominent, prosperon 
and well known citizen gets a bone <f 
his flsh fast in bis throat one day 
which chokes him to death, and there 
upon the victim of the accident, th 
bone, the table and the waiter are on 
and all portrayed upon the front pag 
of the daily papers, with full and de 
tailed accounts of how it happened. 


So even so Insignificant a thing as » 


small flsh bone can change an inci 
dent from trivial to tragic, and many 
will read and believe though ttey se 
not the bone nor be acquainted wit! 
the man. We all know many incidents 
great and small, that are out of tb 
ordinary and 
of 
interest, some o 


which we allow to remain untoh: fo 
fear of the doubter. And yet I am 
sure that most of us, when disseminat 
ing hot air products, use due dillgenc 
to see that the output is duly branded 
while molten,,to the eye of the fat 
and reasonable reader. 


I often think of an amusing out o 


the ordinary Incident that came unde 
my observation in Florida last winter 
We were at a hotel on the Halifax 
Elver where the fishing was good 
and one day a very large sheepshead 
was brought In by a lucky fisherman 
When all had seen and admired th 
flsh it was turned over to Bill, the ex 
pert flsh cleaner, for preparation for 
the table. This Bill accomplished b: 
removing the scales and slicing of 
each side, leaving the big head and 
frame, including back fin and tail 
Intact. 


I watched the two great slices of 


white flesh laid carefully on a tray to 
be carried to the kitchen, the frame 
with its big head and bright eyes, cast 
as far ont into the water as Bill's 
strong arm could throw it, and as the 
diplomats say, considered the incident 
closed. 
The next morning several of us were 


fishing off a point of rocks near the 
wharf when a 'new arrival appeared 
and began casting out with 
heavy 


hand line. The second cast he hooked 
something, and although It made little 
resistance, he was novice enough to 
grow much excited and hauled in hand 
over hand as though he were landing 
a record flsh. We were all watching, 
mildly Interested, when, with a final 
Jerk, he landed his catch, Wbiqh proved 
to be the frame of the big sheepsbead 
above referred to, and which was 
fairly hooked (by accident I admit) In 
the mouth. 


To say that we were surprised Is to 


mildly express our condition, but the 
lucky (?) fisherman was a little more 
than this. He was profoundly aston- 
ished, and genuinely frightened. 
At 


first It looked as though he would 
faint, and then as he surveyed the big 
open mouth, with its double row of 
white teeth and gruesome 
skeleton 


body, he tried to run. We soon ex- 
plained matters and quieted his fears, 
but he fished no more that day. 


Now, this is an example of the un- 


usual and unexpected happening, but 
if I told this story, as I positively de- 
cline to do, some fellow would write 
to know If my real name was Mun- 
chausen. 


Or this Incident, told by a native of 


Florida, a young man of character and 
standing: 


"Accompanied by a negro man I was 


looking for a cow that had strayed 
off in the woods when we discovered 
a lusty rattlesnake. -Arming ourselves 
with sticks of safe length we attacked 
and quickly dispatched it. The skin 
of such large snakes having ready sale, 
I determined to secure this one, expect- 
ing my companion to do the skinning, 
as I had never seen such an operation 
performed.

He bad been close to me, and the sud- 
den and wholly unexpected attack of 
tbe dead and headless snake, acting 
upon bis emotional and superstitious 
temperament, frightened him nearly 
to death. The first use he made of his 
recovered breath was to pronounce my 
doom.

live a few houahs, an* maybe two or 
three days, but you is dls as good as 
dead. Ain' nobody goln' git well when 
bit by a live snake, let alone n dead 
one.1 


"I didn't skin that snake, noz have 


I ever tried to skin one since."
